Richard L. Dolton, farm forester 
at Mont Alto, said today, “trees j 
fan pay better interest than a bank * 
“How?” Well, let us tt.se an im­ 
aginary tree. We will say the tree 
is IO inches in diam eter at breast 
height, or at four and one-half feet 
from the ground.

lumber 
trees or sawlogs are worth HO pet 
thousand feet on the stump. Tins is 
more than you get for some tree* 
and much les^i than you can get for 
others. But may be used as an aver­ 
age. Now, whon you cut the ten 
inch tree at th a t price, allowing for 
slabs and other mill waste along 
with the cost of cutting, bucking, 
and hauling, th at 10-lnrh tree is 
worth 20 cents os it is on the stump 
at the HO rate.
